(S/NF)  On  November  15,  2006,  MFA  Director  General 
(Disarmament  Cell)  Khalilullah  Qazi  called  PolCouns  to  advise 
that  the  Government  of  Pakistan  (GOP)  will  conduct  a test  of 
a ground-based  surface-to-surface  ballistic  missile.  The 
launch  window  is  November  16-20,  2006.  Per  existing 
agreements  with  India,  Qazi  said  that  the  GOP  has  already 
notified  New  Delhi  of  this  test.  Qazi  indicated  that 
Pakistan  has  advised  other  neighboring  capitals  of  the  test, 
including  Beijing.
